If che Fewes queries, why we do nor 
obſerve thoſe things which they have 
Scripture for, and are commanded to 
obſerve, I give them this anſwer,becauſe 
the viliration of God, reacht nor to us 
m thoſe rhings, bur rhrough the Spirir 
of Grace; which God poured upon us 
in the Day-ſpring from on high; by 
which he hath given us light,and know- 
ledge ; and commanded us' ro hearken 
ro 
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to his voyce, to obey it ; and we obey 
him-:-bur-nort-your Laws, nor obſervati- 
ons, which through Grace we are freed 
from; and ſees you to be all Apoſtatized 
both from them and the Life.
